DEAFNESS CANNOT BE CURED 


Three Million Dollars Left by Dead 


Monarch to His Three Daughters. 


Practical Disinheritance Means That 


They W ill Take Legal Steps to Ob 


tain More of Their Father’s Wealth. 


Brussels, Dec. 18.—The entire king­ 
dom of Belgium mourns Its departed 
ruler, Leopold II. 
Courts, schools and 
theaters are closed, parliament and 
the municipal council have adjourned 
and flags are at half mast In every 
city, town and village of the kingdom 
out of respect for the dead monarch. 
Under the constitution the affairs of 
the nafion are in the control of the 
cabinet until Prince Albert takes the 
oath of succession next Thursday, the 
day after the funeral of his uncle. 
An official decree just Issued lauds 
King 
Leopold’s career and deciares 
his creation of the Congo Independent 
State was an act unique in history. 
“Posterity will judge Leopold a great 
king, with a grand reign,” it says. 
The filing of the will of King I^eo- 
pold shows that he divided $3,000,000 
between his three daughters, Princess 
louise, Princess Stephanie and Prin­ 
cess Clementine. 
This practical dis­ 
inheritance of his children signalizes 
the beginning of a gigantic legal bat­ 
tle to obtain the king’s wealth. 
Not Worthy of Serious Attention. 
The exact amount of Leopold’s for­ 
tune probably never will be revealed. 
Senator Winer, the king’s friend and 
confidential legal adviser, said that 
Leopold turned over a considerable 
portion of it to the Baroness Vaughan 
and her children and created a stock 
company of his estates in order to 
forestall a possible raid upon them by 
the Princesses Louise and Stephanie 
or 
their 
creditors. 
Senator W iner 
said that later, perhaps, considerable 
portions of his estate would be handed 
over to Belgium. 
Investigation shows that the right 
of succession to tile throne of a child 
of the king by the Baroness Vaughan 
is not worthy of serious attention. 
It 
is pointed out by Senator W iner that 
if there was only a religious cere­ 
mony the laws of the kingdom would 
prevent the accession of a child of 
such a union. 
If it is established that the Baron­ 
ess Vaughan is of foreign birth she 
probably will be expelled from Bel­ 
gium, like the favorite of Leopold I., 
the Baroness Mayer, whose house was 
attacked and destroyed by a mob after 
the king’s death. 
The court of first instance granted 
an injunction which was sought by 
the Baroness Vaughan restraining the 
authorities from affixing seals on her 
residence. 
The action of the Princess 
Louise in attempting to have the seals 
affixed is due to her belief that valu­ 
able property belonging to King Leo­ 
pold is in the villa of the baroness,

Colorado 
Coal 
Lands Said to 
Have j 


Been Obtained by Fraud. 
( 
Denver, Dec. IS.—Sensational testi­ 
mony was given in tim federal court 
here by witnesses from Iowa in the 
suit to recover coal lands in Routt 
county, Colo., that had been obtained, 
it is alleged, by means of dummy en­ 
tries and in other fraudulent ways. 
After the hearing Judge Lewis an­ 
nounced that a prima facie case al­ 
ready had been made against “a part" 
of the defendants and that all mo­ 
tions for nonsuits would be overruled. 
The suit is directed against the offi­ 
cers and directors of the Union Land 
company. 
N. G. Koser, a farmer of Iowa City, 
la., declared that Frank .McDonough, 
Sr., an attorney for 
the defendant 
company, had said to him: 
“Unless we get these thousand acres 
of coal lands into the hands of inno­ 
cent purchasers, for the benefit of the 
Union Land company, we will not. 
only lose the whole thing, but we are 
going to get into litigation with the 
government 
and 
you 
stockholders 
(Koser being a stockholder) of the 
company may have to go to the peni­ 
tentiary with the officers. 
The filings 
have 
been 
irregular and we must 
cover them up.” 
Koser said he had been lured into 
the deal in 1902, but did not suspect 
its fraudulent nature until two years 
ago. 
S. 
K. Stevenson, an attorney of 
Iowa City, caused a sensation by de­ 
claring that two of the defendants had 
been advised by a “minor official” at 
the 
land 
office at 
Washington 
to 
change the name of the company and 
“bury it deep to help the fraud. ’

CASE IS APPEALED TO 
THE SUPREME COURT 


OII Trust Alleges Errors in De­ 
cision of Lower Tribunal. 


8t. Louis, Dec. 18.—The decision of 
the United States circuit court dis­ 
solving the oil monopoly was appealed 
to the supreme court of the United 
States by the Standard Oil compafiy 
of New Jersey and its co-defendants. 
Ar assignment of errors, pointing out 
sixty-six alleged irregularities in the 
procedure of the trial court and the 
findings of the judges, was filed in the 
circuit 
court 
and 
the 
appeal was 
granted. 
The bill of errors was prepared bv 
former Federal Judge Henry S. Priest 
of St. Louis and Attorneys M. F. Elli­ 
ott and Martin Carey of New York, 
counsel for the Standard. 
The bill first takes up errors a1 
lcged to have been committed during 
the institution of the proceedings and 
the hearing of evidence. 
These are 
followed by the errors alleged to have 
been comm! ti cd by the four judges 
the circuit court, W alter H. Sanborn. 
Willis Van Devanter, William C . H ook 
and Elmer B. Adams, in their finding 
of fart and in the decree dissolving 
the alleged illegal combination in ti* 
oil business and prohibiting the Stand 
ard cf New Jersey to control its sub 
siciary companies. 
Then follow a number of points re 
Iterating the statem ent 
that 
stock 
tiansfer did not give the Standard 
pow'er 
to suppress competition and 
that it was not illegal. 
The court is said to have erred in 
finding that the Standard case was 
like the Northern Securities company 
and the findings in that case were 
applicable. 
It is declared that the court’s rul­ 
ing that the Standard Oil company is 
a holding company, such as is pro­ 
hibited by law, is wrong and that ff.ie 
court was wrong in all its findings 
regarding the ownership of the sub­ 
sidiary companies. 
Each clause of 
the injunction breaking up the trust 
Is attacked as in error.
